P A R IS. May EJ.— Germany is pouring fresh divisions into desperate fight­ 
ing along the Soissons front in a determined attem pt to stop the French ad­ 
vance and re take positions lost in General Nivelle’s recent drives, today's 
official statement showed. 
Four new German divisions-yapproximately 160,000 men— were called 
on by the Teutons to aid in their violent counter attacks. 
The German counter thrusts furnished the greater part of the fighting, 
hut around Mont Cornillet and east of Blond Mont the French again suc­ 
ceeded in gaining ground, in the face of violent resistance. 
"South of the Oise a German attack was checked with our curtain of fire,” 
the statement said. 
“ Near Coucy forest and Chemin-des Dames 
artillery 
was most active. 
During the night north of the AiEne the Germans violently counter at­ 
tacked our Craonne positions captured yesterday, but ad efforts were broken 
by resistance of our infantry and by our barrage fire. 
The enemy was unable 
to reach our lines anywhere.

“At Berry au Bac, after violent fighting, German attacks toward our 
positions east of Hill 1C8 were repulsed. 
“ On Friday evening, following yesterday's attacks, the Germans again 
attempted counter attacks northwest of Rheims, toward evening bringing up 
great reserves from Aguilcourt. 
They utterly failed in all attem pts to ad­ 
vance, being smashed by the French heavy and field artillery, 
with

losses to them. 
Two new German divisions were identified in the battle.

took 925 prisoners, including a German major. 
"In the Champagne a violent battle occurred Friday evening in the region 
of Cornilletmont.
